INITIATIVE  IS  WRENCHED  » 

FROM  HANDS  OF  ENEMY 


Successes  Due  to  Imprcfvement  in  Armaments  and  Supplies 
of  Amn^nition — Manufacture  of  Guns  and  Shells  on 
Vast  Scale  in  Great  Britain  at  Present — Production  Still 
Jn^eases. 


1/5MDON,  July  IS.— Mr.  David  Lloyd 
Oeorre,  Hecretmry  of  8t*t«  for  War,  pre- 
flldlns  today  at  an  Allied  conference  on 
equipment,  declared  that  the  combined 
offeneive  of  the  AUlea  had  wrenched  the 
Initiative  from  the  Oermana,  never,  he 
trueted,  to  return. 

"We  have  croaaed  the  waterahed,"  he 
aald,  "and  now  victory  Is  beginning  to 
flow  In  our  direction.  Thla  change  In 
due  to  the  Improvement  In  our  equip- 
ment." 

The  conference  waa  held  at  the  War 
-OfOca,  and  waa  participated  in  by  Albert 


Thomas,  Krench  MIniater  of  Munitions; 
OeneraJ  Beliaeff,  assistant  Minister  of 
War  of  Russia;  Oeneral  A.  Dal  O'Lio, 
member  of  the  Italian  Ministry  of  War, 
and  the  new  British  Minister  of  Muni- 
tions, Mr.  Edwin  8.  Montagu.

"Since  our  laat  munitions  conference," 
■aid  Mr.  Liloyd  George,  "there  has  been 
a  considerable  change  In  the  fortunes  of 
the  Allies.  On  that  date  the  great 
Champagne  offensive  in  the  West  has 
Juat  failed  to  attain  its  objective,  and 
the  French  and  British  armies  had  auf- 
fered  heavy  loases  without  the  achieve- 
ment of  any  particular  success.  In  the 
Bast  the  enemy  had  preased  the  gallant 
armlea  of  Ruasia  back  a  hundred  miles, 
and  the  Balkans  had  Just  been  overrun 
by  the  Central  Fowers. 

"The  overwhelming  vletoi^les  won  by 
the  'gallant  aoldlers  of  Russia  have 
•truck  terror  Into  the  hearts  of  our 
foes,  and  these,  coupled  with  the  Im- 
mortal defence  of  Verdun  by  our  In- 
domitable French  comrades  and  the 
brave  resistance  of  the  Italians  agalnat 
overwhelming  odds  In  the  southern  Alps, 
have  changed  the  whole  complexion  of 
the  landsoaiM. 

"Xow  the  combined  offensive  in  the 
Sast  and  West  has  wrenched  the  Initia- 
tive out  of  the  hands  of  the  enemy^ 
never.  I  trust,  to  return  to  his  grasp.  "' 


"Why  have  our  prospects  improved? 
The  answer  Is:  The  equipment  of  our 
armies  has  Improved  enormously,  and  It 
will  continue  to  Improve.  The  British 
navy,  until  recently,  has  absorbed  more 
than  half  the  metal  workers  of  this 
countrif.  The  task  of  building  new 
ships  and  repairing  the  old  ones  for  the 
ilavy,  and  fitting  and  equipping  them,  oc- 
cupies the  energies  of  a  million  men. 
Most  of  our  new  factories  are  now  com- 
plete; most  of  the  machinery  has  been 
caught  up;  hundreds  of  thousands  of 
men  and  women  hitherto  unaccustomed 
to  melal  •  and  chemical  workfiave  been 
trained  for  munitions  making. 

Maklag  Xaay  Onaa 

"Every  nionth  we  are  tilrning  out  hun- 
dreds of  guns  and  howltMrs,  light,  medi- 
um and  heavy.  Our  heavy  guns  are  roll- 
ing in  at  a  greater  rate,  and  we  are 
turning  out  nearly  twice  as  much  am- 
munition in  a  single  #eek — and,  what  Is 
more,  nearly  three  times  as  many  heAvy 
shells^-as  we  flred  In  th^  great  offensive 
in  September,  although  the  ammunition 
we  expended  In  that  battle  wan  the  re- 
sult of  many  weeks  of  accumulation.  The 
new  factories  and  workshops  we  set 
up  have  not  yet  attained  one-third  their 
full  capacity,  but  their  output  is  now 
Increasing  with  great  rapidity.  Our 
main  difflculttes  in  organization,  con- 
struction, equipment,  labor  supply  apd 
readjustment  have  been  solved.  If  ofil- 
clals,  employers  and  workmen  keep  at 
it  with  the  same  zeal  and  assiduity  as 
they  have  hitherto  employed,  our  sup- 
plies aoon  win  be  overwhelming. 

"I  cannot  help  thinking  that  the  im- 
provement In  the  Russian  ammunition 
has  been  one  of  the  greatest  and  most 
unpleaaant  surpriseH  the  enemy  has  had 
to  face.  Still  our  task  is  but  half  ac- 
complished. Every  great  battle  fur- 
nishes additional  proof  that  this  Is  a 
war  of  aquipment.  More  ammunition 
means  morexvlctorlea  and  fewaj-  oaaual- 


RUSSIANS  STILL 
DRIW  TiKSI  m> 


Fresh  Successes  in  Mamakha- 
tum  District— Conflict  With 
Teutonic  Forces  on  Parts  of 
European  Front. 


PETROORAD,  July  13.— Important 
•uocessea  for  the  Russians  in  the  Cau- 
caauB  ara  announced  In  the  following 
official   statement: 

"After  hand-to-hand  lighting  the 
Turka  were  driven  from  heights  east  of 
Baiburt   and  are   now   retreating. 

"Our  offcnslv*  west  of  Mamakhatum 
continues  auccessfully.  After  a  night 
battle  we  occupied  a  aeries  of  heights 
southeast  of  Mamakhatum.  The  Turks 
attempted  to  take  the  offensive,  but 
were  thrown  back.  Pressing  closely 
upon  the  enemy,  we  took  the  villages 
Of  Djetjatl  and  Almall." 

Mrantl*  to  ttaUoU 

The  following  official  communication 
waa    isBuad    tonight: 

"On  the  Dvlna,  above  and  below 
Frledrichstadt,  we  carried  out  succeaa- 
ful   reconnaissances. 

"On  the  Stokhod  there  has  been  an 
artillery  duel.  Some  aquadrona  of 
enemy  aircraft  flew  behind  our  line, 
dropping  bombs  and  flring  Machine 
Kuna. 

"In  Oallcl*.  In  the  region  weat  of 
tka  lower  Btrlpa,  desperate  nghting 
haa  occurred  In  many  plaoes,  the  enemy 
launching  energetic  counter-attacks. 
Wa  took  more  than  3,000  priaonera  and 
captured  a  gun  and  some  machine 
tuns.

Replies,  to  IVIr.  Redmond's 
Comments  on  His  Recent 
Speech— Says  He  Consult- 
ed With  Premier  Asquith. 


lX>NDOX,  .July  13.-The  Marriul«  of 
I.AnHdowne.  replying  In  a  written  state- 
ment today  I.,  Mr.  .lohn  ite.ln.ond  s 
charge  that  his  speech  In  the  House  of 
U)rds  on  Tuesday  was  a  declaration  ol 
war  against  Ireland,  announced  that  hla 
speech  was  made  after  oonnultatlon  with 
Premier  Aaqulth  and  other  members  of 
the   Government. 

"In  ntaklng  my  statement,"  he  writes, 
"aa  to  the  permanent  character  of  cer- 
tain provisions  of  the  amending  bill  I 
did  not  Intend  to  go,  and  1  do  not  con- 
sider that  I  did  go,  beyond  the  declara- 
tions made  by  the  I'rlme  Minister  in  the 
House  that  the  union  of  six  counties  in 
Ulster  with  the  rest  of  Ireland  could 
only  be  brought  about  with,  and  could 
never  be  brought  about  without,  the  free 
will  and  consent  of  the  excluded  areas 

"My  statement  with  regard  to  the 
government  of  IreUnd  during  the  Inter- 
val which  must  elapse  between  the  pres- 
ent moment  and  the  passage  of  the 
amendln(>  bill  represented  what  I  believe 
to  be  the  views  of  the  Oovernment,  and 
was  made  after  consultation  with  the 
Prime  Minister  and  others  of  my  col- 
leagues." 

In  Lord  Lanadowne's  speech  of  Tues- 
day he  declared  that  the  amending  bill 
would  make  structural  alterations  In  the 
Home  Rule  Act  of  1914.  while  other 
provisions   were    merely    temporary. 

■Thla  atatement  provoked  a  passion- 
ate answer  from  Mr.  Redmond,  who  de- 
clared that  It  indicated  a  gross  breach 
of  faith  and  was  a  grosa  Insult  to  Ire- 
land. Mr.  Redmond  asserted  "that  if 
thla  speech  be  taken  as  representing  thi 
attitude  and  spirit  of  the  Government 
toward  Ireland,  there  la  an  end  to  all 
hopes  of  a  setUement."

IXtXDON.  July  H.— President  Poln- 
care  sent  the  following  message  in  ap- 
preciation of  today's  British  celebration 
of  the  I'Tenth  national  festival:

"Franco  HenilH  affectionate  greetings  , 
of  ItiHtiiiK  brotherhood  to  the  United 
Kingdom  and  the  Dominions  Overseas. 
The  President  recalls  with  great  satis- 
faction the  receipt  of  a  stirring  ad- 
ro8«  on  l''rance'H  day  last  year.  On 
that  uccaslon,  the  splendid  tribute  waa 
sent  to  our  wounded  soldiers.  They, 
witli  tlie  whole  nation,  have  been  deeply 
touched  by  thlH  and  many  other  in- 
stances of  devoted  personal  service  and 
Kreut  KpncroHlty  of  the  people  from 
every  part  of  the   Hltluli   Kmpire."

Enemy  Making  Great  Efforts 
to  Stay  British  Offensive  by 
Counter  -  Attacking  Near 
Contalmaison. 


LONDON,  July  13.— There  was  very^ 
Uttla  newa  today  of  the  "9attle  of  £u- 
rop«"--^  tendk^omnumly  applfad  to  de- 
acribe  the  new  co-ordinated^  Kritente 
Allied  offensive  onfall  fronts.*  Biit  the 
lirltiah  official  statement  tonight 
bhows  that  heavy  Infantry  and  artil- 
lery fighting  has  been  in  progress  and 
has  enabled  the  British  to  maintain  their 
pressure  on  the  Germans  and  advance 
their   line  at    varioua   points. 

The  British  forces  at  Mametz  wood 
•  nre  within  300  yards  of  the  German 
second  line.  The  French  forces  are 
separated  only  by  the  narrow  8omm« 
valley  from  the  German  third  line 
through  Peronne  and  Mont  St.  (^uentin. 
and  both  armies  nre  doubtless  engaged 
111  preparations  for  the  next  attack. 

A  conference  of  the  munitions  minis- 
ters of  the  Entente  Allies  held  in  Lon- 
don today,  and  presided  over  by  the 
liritlsh  War  Minister,  Mr.  David  Lloyd 
George,  showA  that  effective  atepH  are 
being  taken  to  insure  the  supply  of  mu- 
nition and  their  proper  distribution. 
Major  Moraht,  in  The  Berliner  Tage- 
tJatt.  expresses  the  opinion  that  the 
coming  days  will  be  decisive  of  the  Is- 
sue of  the  whole  war. 

The  reticence  of  the  Hussion  official 
communications  at  the  present  moment. 
Judging  by  precedent,  indicate.<<  the 
presence  of  some  important  movement 
which  will  only  be  announced  when  the 
operations  are  concli^ded.  The  Austrian 
and  German  reports/ show  that  General 
von  Botbmer  still  Is  holding  on  in  the 
region  of  Tornopol.  although  the  two 
wings  of  the  Russian  advance  are  thirty 
miles  beyond  Tornopol,  which  seems  to 
show  that  von  Bothmer  feela  secure  In 
his  line  of  retreat.  Heavy  fighting 
continues  on  the  Btokhod  line  and  north- 
west   of    Buscacz. 

The  Cologne  Oasette  foreshadows  the 
introduction  In  September  of  a  butter 
and  fat  fcard  throughout  the  Bmplre, 
providing  for  three  ounces  a  head  each 
week,  and  probably  an  egg  card  entitl- 
ing the  holder  to  two  eggs  a  week. 


LONDON,  July  13. — The  second  phase 
of  the  British  offensive  Is  approaching 
a  crisis  In  the  battle  northeast  of  Al- 
bert, where  British  troopa  are  striving 
to  advance  two  miles  eaatward  to  the 
helshts  of  Martinpulch. 

The  Germans  have  thrown  two  whole 
army  corps  into  action  on  both  sides  of 
the  Albert-Bapaume  road  to  defend  the 
approaches  to  Bapaume.  They  are  mak- 
ing the  most  savage  attacks,  particu- 
larly aoutheast  of  Contalmaison.  whera 
a  Oerman  success  would  hold  up  the 
whole   British   advance. 

Oerman  correspondents,  admitting  the 
great  power  of  the  British  offensive, 
claim  that  the  attacking  forces  have  suf- 
fered heavy  losses  to  be  compared  only 
with    the   caaualtles   at    Verdun. 

British  correspondents  report  that  tha 
British  losses  have  been  aevere  only  In 
the  death  grapples  for  possession  of 
villages,  where  German  machine  guns 
have  played  on  the  British  lines. 

No  Canadian  or  Australian  troops 
have  thus  far  taken  part  In  the  Somme 
offensive,  but  the  Newfoundland  troops 
have  distinguished  themselves,  accord- 
ing to  reports  from  British  headQuartars. 
Canadian  artillery.  It  Is  understood  hercc 
has  taken  part  In  tha  bombardmanta, 
liewavar.

Paris  Comofuinication  Reports 
Comparative  Quiet  Along 
French  Front-— Heavy  Bom- 
bardment East  of  Mouse. 


LONIXJN.  July  13.— The  British  of- 
ficial   atatement    tonight   reads: 

"The  artillery  on  both  sides  haa  been 
active  throughout  today.  As  a  result 
of  sharp  infantry  fighting  we  are  not 
only  maintaining  our  pressure  on  the 
enemy,  but  have  appreciably  advanced 
our  line  at  various  points  on  the  battle 
front. 

•In  one  sector  of  the  front  we  cap- 
tured some  Oerman  howltrers  with  a 
quantity  of  ammunition.  These  will  be 
uaed  against  the  enemy  at  a  aultable 
opportunity." 

Fighting  contlnuea  "at  various  points 
along  the  battlefront  in  the  region  of 
the  Somme.  but  there  has  been  no 
change  In  the  situation  on  any  part  of 
the  British  line,  says  an  official  state- 
ment Issued  by  the  war  department  this 
afternoon. 

Attempts  of  Germane  to  raid  trenches 
west    of    Wytschaete    and    south    of    La 
tiassee  canal  were  frustrated. 
rraaoh  Troat  Quieter 

PARIS,  July  13. — The  official  com- 
munication Issued  by  tho  War  Office 
tonight   says: 

"Kxcept  for  a  somewhat  spirited  bom- 
bardment in  the  sector  of  SouvUle,  on 
the  right  bank  of  the  Meuse,  there  Is 
no  event  of  Importance  to  report  on  the 
front." 

The   day   report   said: 

"In  the  Champagne  district  we  pene- 
trated a  aalient  of  the  German  line  In 
the  vicinity  of  Prosnes  and  brought 
t>ack   some  prisoners. 

"In  the  Argonne  two  surprise  attacks 
delivered  by  the  enemy  on  the  northern 
and  eastern  portions  of  the  Bolante 
salient  failed  under  our  fire.  At  La 
Fllle  Morte  we  caused  the  explosion 
of  a  mine  and  then  occupied  the  south- 
ern side  of  the  crater. 

"On  the  right  bank  of  the  Meusa 
there  has  been  no  infantry  fighting. 
During  the  night,  however,  there  was 
an  Intense  bombardment  in  the  sectora 
of -SouTtlle.  <%snohi  nnt'lm  Xatifea.  ■> 

"In    the    Vosgea    an    attack    by    tha 
enemy  on  one  of  our  trenches  aouth  of 
<:arspach   wan  repulsed  after  a  spirited 
engagement    with   hand    grenades."

BKKLIN,  July  U.-pThe  German 
statement  regarding  the  We.itern  front 
says: 

"Artillery  fire  continued  with  great 
intensity.  Yesterday,  south  of  the 
iiomme  the  French  met  with  no  success 
m  attacks  which  they  several  times  be- 
gan on  both  sides  of  Barleux  and  near 
the  weat  of  Estrees.  They  were  forced 
to  turn  back  by  our  effecive  curtain  of 
tire,  suffering  the  most  sanguinary 
losses. 

"The  British  have  established  them- 
selves   at    Contalmaison. 

"East  of  the  Meuse.  artillery  firing 
continues  active.  Infantry  positions 
won  have  been  consolidated.  The  num- 
ber of  prisoners  has  Increased  hy  17  of- 
ticer.i  and  243  men.  and  now  stands  at 
fO    officers   and    21,349    men. 

"Near  Frellingheim,  on  the  La  Ilassee 
canal,  on  La  Fllle  Morte  heights,  east 
of  Badonvtllers,  and  near  Plerzbach, 
Oerman  patrol  engagements  were  euc- 
cessful. 

"North  of  Solssons,  a  French  biplane 
v.a8  forced  to  land  within  our  lines."

It  Is  for  this 
reason  that  the  people  of  Great 
Britain  have  determined  to  do 
due  honor  to  this  anniversary  by 
contributing  to  help  those  who 
have  fought  with  unsurpaHsed 
heroism  during  the.  present 
struggle. 

Victorians,  in  a  amall  way,  can 
share  In  tho  opportunity  of  as- 
nistlng  the  l-'rench  people  and 
show  their  pride  In  tho  niasnltl- 
cent  courage  of  the  soldiers  of  the 
Hepubllc.

OF  FRANCE'S  DA! 


High  Tribute  Paid  by  Sir  Robert 
Borden  to  Conduct  of  Re- 
public During  Course  of 
Great  Conflict. 


OTTAWA,  July  r3.— On  the  evo  of 
France's  fete  day,  July  14,  tjlr  lloburl 
Borden  has  Issued  a  message.  In  part 
It  says: 

"The  anniversary  of  the  national 
fete  day  of  France  brings  with  it  the 
undying  memory  of  all  that  the  French 
nation  haa  endured  and  accompll^hfiiL 
during  41)e  last  two  years.  No  wVrdM 
of  appreciation  are  needed,  because  all 
th©  world  knows  that  glorious  record. 
A  year  ago  I  was  In  France  and  had 
the  opportunity  of  learning  at  flrst 
hand  aomethlng  of  the  spirit  and  the 
achievement  of  her  people.  It  would 
be  Impossible  to  describe  in  measured 
terms  the  Indelible  Impression  made 
upon  0'«  by  the  serious  courage,  tho 
"fetolute  tatieoce  and  the  strong  aelf-' 
control  of  tha  French  people. 

"Magnlflccnt  courage,  unfalterifK 
confidence,  indomitable  determination 
and  splendid  control.  Thus  would  I 
describe  the  spirit  of  the  French  peo- 
ple as  It  impressed  me.  The  French 
army,  with  those  of  our  own  empire, 
are  pressing  with  success  the  attack 
on  the  western  front.  With  them  Is 
an  army  corps  from  this  Dominion 
which  has  abundantly  proved  that 
Canadians  are  not  unworthy  to  flglit  In 
the  Empire's  armies  and  beside  thone 
of  France  In  the  same  great  cause. 
Canada  halls  the  returrence  of  this 
anniversary  with  warmeHt,  admiration 
for  the  valor,  the  spirit  and  the 
achievements  of  France,  with  re- 
newed and  Inflexible  determination  to 
do  her  own  part  In  tho  conflict,  and " 
supreme  confidence  that  victory  will 
crown  the  cauHe  for  which  France  and 
Britain  are  flghtlng." 


WORK  ON  MUNITIONS 
SHOULD  NOT  CEASE 


LONDO.N,  July  13.— The  allied  offen- 
sive on  the  western  front  Is  only  In  Its 
bcclnnlng.  declared  Premier  Asquith 
today  in  announcing  In  the  House  of 
Commons  that  the  government  had  de- 
cided to  ask  the  workers  to  forego  their 
August  holidays  because  of  the  demand 
*for  munitions  In  France.  He  expressed 
the  conviction  that  the  workera  would 
co-Oj>erate  In  this  plam  so  as  to  make 
plain  to  Great  Britain^  foes  that  the 
offensive  In  its  present  Intensity  of 
Iwmbardment  and  aasault,  would.  If 
necessary,    be    "continued    indefinitely." 

The  Premier  alao  announced  that  by 
royal  proclamation  the  August  bank 
holldaya  would  be  postponed,  and  hs 
appealed  to  all  clasaes  for  postpone- 
ment of  all  holidays  until  further  and 
dednlta  progress  of  tha  offansiva  has 
been   procured. 

The  Premier  recalled  that  the  June 
and  July  holidays  bad  baen  postponed 
In  view  of  tha  urgent  military  require- 
ments of  the  moment,  and  he  had  to 
acknowledge,  on  the  part  of  tha  gov- 
ernn»ent.  a  full  response  by*  tha  work- 
era  to  his  appeal  at  that  tima.

BrIM.sh  Minister  answered  aeveral  al« 
ICKations  of  the  German  C'lianccUor  In 
a  recent  statement  on  the  Declaration 
of    London. 

"Apparently  the  Chancellor  regards 
the  Declaration  of  Lon<l<>n  as  a  chartei* 
of^  freedom  on  the  seas,"  snld  Lord 
Uol>ert.  "What  are  th«  facts?  Tha 
Declarutlun  of  London  was  merely  a 
code  endeavoring  to  recondUi  certain 
contradictory  thcurlos  of  International 
law.  It  apecltlcally  permitted  tha 
destruction  of  neutral  prixes.  It  did 
not  repeal  the  well-CHtablUhed  rights 
of  belligerents  against  enemy  com* 
merce. 

Ooataatloa   Uatms 

'AXhfi^ChancoUor  maintains  that  tha. 
Declaration  laid  down  the  principla 
that  war  should  be  conducted  aolely 
ou  land  or  before  the  actual  porta  of 
the  enemy.  This  is  quite  untrue. 
There  was  no  waiver  of  the  right  of  a 
belligerent  to  exercise  on  the  high 
seas  the  right  she  possessed  under  in- 
ternational law.  It  Is  strange  tha 
Germans  should  put  forward  their 
present  contention  In  view  of  tha 
action  of  their  own  commerce  destroy- 
ers, such  as  the  Kmden,  Karlsruhe  and 
Kttel  Frledrlch,  which,  during  tho  early 
months  of  the  war,  sank  many  allied 
and  neutral  vessels  In  places  far  re> 
moved  from  the  port  of  any  belli* 
gerent. 

"Their  action  was  not  baHcd  on  the 
ground  of  reprisals,  but  was  exercised 
by  virtue  of  what  they  considarad  bel> 
llgerent  rights.  Moreover,  the  Ger> 
lWd1hl,"fct''tha  outset  of  the  war.  sowed 
mines  indiscriminately  on  trade  routes 
on  the  high  aeas.

"The  Chancellor  accuses  Great  Brit- 
oin  of  lack  of  good  faith  In  nut  adopt* 
In^  thu  Declaration.  He  apparently 
ha.i  forgotten  that  the  United  States 
Government,  as  early  as  li>14,  ra« 
coKulised  that  tht>  Declaration  was  not 
binding  without  oxprcsa  agreement  by 
the    belligerents. 

"The  declaration  bad.  In  fact,  no  bind* 
Ing  force  at  all  In  law,  as  It  had  not  been 
ratified  by  any  of  the  signatories,  ami 
Indeed  had  been  repudiated  by  one  uhani« 
ber  of  the  British   Parliament. 

"It  was  In  this  respect  very  different 
from  th<!  treaty  Kuaranlcelng  the  neu- 
trality of  Belgium,  whl<-h  was  absolutely 
binding  upon  the  signatories,  but  which 
Germany  callously  violated  the  moment 
war  broke  out,  following  tlils  act  h/ 
waging  a  land  and  sea  warfare  wltii 
nicCiods  both  cunlrary  to  Inicrnallonal 
law  and  repugnant  to  tha  Ireas  oC 
civilization  and   humanity.

NEW  YOKK.  July  13.— Five  persons 
were  killed,  one  Is  missing,  and  at  least 
thirty  others  were  Injured,  many  seri- 
ously, today  when  an  ammonia  tank  in 
a  Brooklyn  butcher  shop  exploded, 
completely  wrecking  a  four-story  build- 
ing. 

So  terrific  was  the  blast  that  scarcely 
a  brick  In  the  building  was  left  stand- 
ing, and  the  victims  were  crushed  un- 
der  tons   of  debris. 

A  passing  trolley  car  escaped  the  ava- 
lanche of  bricks,  but  a  dozen  passen- 
gers aboard  were  Injured,  some  by 
shock  and  others  by  falling  glass  and 
debris. 


LONDON,  July  13.— The  departure 
from  Petrograd  of  the  entire  Kusslan 
council  of  ministers  on  their  way  to 
Imperial  field  headquarters  has  iMen 
the  cause  of  much  HPeculation  In  the 
Itusslan  capital,  according  to  news  dis- 
patches   arriving    here    from    Petrograd. 

Only  once  before  since  the  war  be- 
gan  has  a  similar  extraordinary  coun- 
cil been  held.  At  that  time  it  was  de- 
voted to  a  consideration  of  Important 
Internal  conditions  and  created  a  pre- 
cedent In  Russian  history. 

Popular  opinion  ascribes  the  present 
council  to  the  situation  of  Austria.  For 
the  second  time  l.i  the  war  Austria- 
Hungary  has  met  with  crushing  de- 
feat, and  there  is  a  strong  feeling  In 
Intluential  quarters  that  If  Austria 
again  throws  out  feelers  for  a  s'sparata 
peace  they  would  be  welcomed  by  the 
Allies. 

However,  for  the  first  time  In  tile 
war,  Germany  is  being  hard  pressed 
and  this  gives  rise  to  the  feeling  that 
the  Entente  Allies  must  Immediately 
lay  down  lines  upon  which  they  will 
agree  as  a  basis  for  discussion  of  peace 
terms.  The  time  for  each  member  of 
the  coalition  to  seek  a  common  basis 
for  future  action  is  believed  to  be  now, 
otherwise  the  Oermans,  sjiv  the  dial 
patches,  will  find  the  Kntente  Allies  an 
unprepared  for  peace  as  they  were  for 
war.

It  Is  possible  also  that 
It  is  spread  by  files  which  have  been  In 
contact  with  Intestinal  discharges.  It 
may  t>ecome  widespresd  in  the  country 
as  well  as  In  crowded  city  districts,  and 
persons  who  have  been  In  contact  with 
casek  of  -the  disease  may  harbor  the 
contagion  and  give  It  to  others  without 
contracting  the  disease  themselves. 
That  Is,  they  are  "carriers."

"In  Itli."  be  aaid.  "when  I  wm 
woumlod  Jkt  Tproa,  I  tboucbt  th«  wmr 
would  end  In  a  few  month*,  and  a  little 
while  a*o  I  thoucht  ao  asaln."  Then 
he  muttered  eomethlnc  to  himaelf,  but 
loudly  enough  for  me  to  hear  the 
worda:  'Surely  we  cannot  (o  on  much 
longer." 

I  left  theae  men.  and  further  down 
the  road,  I  aaw  many  more  priiionere, 
nearly  SM  of  them,  marching  down  the 
aide  track  between  eome  rlitening  com 
under  mounted  eacort.

"We  are  quite  ahut  off  from  the  rest 
of  the  world,"  wrote  a  Uerman  aoldier 
on  the  day  before  our  great  attack. 
"Nothing  comea  to  ua;  no  lettera.  The 
Bngllah  keep  auch  a  barrage  on  our 
approachea  it  la  terrible.  Tomorrow 
morning  it  will  be  aeven  daVa  since  it 
began.  We  cannot  hold  out  much 
longer.     Everything  is  ahot   to  pleceii." 

"Our  thirst  la  terrible,"  wrote  an- 
other man.  We  drink  the  water  out  of 
ahell  holea." 

Many  men  apeak  of  the  torturO  of 
thirst  which  they  auffered  during  the 
bombardment. 

"Every  one  of  ua  in  these  five  days 
haa  become  older.  We  hardly  know 
ourselves.  Bechtol  said  that  In  these 
five  days  he  had  lost  ten  pounds.  Hun- 
ger could  easily  be  borne,  but  thirst 
makes  one  almost  mad.  Luckily  It 
rained  yesterday,  and  the  water  In  shell 
holes,  with  the  yellow  shell  sulphur, 
tasted  as  good  as  a  bottle  of  beer.  To- 
day we  got  something  to  eat.  It  was 
impossible  to  bring  food  before  up  Into 
the  front  lines  under  the  violent  cur- 
tain of  fire  of  the  enemy." 

One  other  out  of  hundreds  tells  all 
In  a  few  worda:

WITH  TliK  BKITIHH  AKMT  IN 
THE  K1EL.U.  July  10.  VIA  IX)NDON. 
July  IS— (By  Philip  Ulbba)— The  vll- 
laice  of  ContalmalBon  haa  bean  taken 
by  th«>  Brltlah  aK*ln.  Whether  It  waa 
ever  held  before  by  mora  than  a  hand- 
ful of  men,  who  went  In  and  out,  la 
doubtful. 

I  have  already  told  In  previous  dla- 
patchea  how  the  British  concentrated 
lire  on  positions  In  front  of  the  village 
and  then  upon  the  vUlase  Itaelf  with 
terrific  Intensity.  I  saw  the  beginning 
of  this  bombardment  and  watched  the 
men  going  up  to  the  aupport  of  the 
attack  which   waa   to  follow. 

It  waa  begun  with  fresh  troops,  who 
had  been  brought  up  to  help  the  tired 
men  who  had  been  fighting  In  this  part 
of  the  line  under  heavy  fire  for  several 
days,  and  they  advanced  under  cover 
of  the  guns  to  the  left  and  right  of 
the  village.  It  was  already  hemmed 
in  on  both  sides,  for  other  British 
troops  were  In  firm  possession  of  Bail- 
IfC  wood,  to  the  left,  and  during  the 
evening,  by  a  series  of  bombing  at- 
tacks, Mametz  wood,  'to  the  right,  had 
been  almost  cleared  of  Germans. 
Xa  Xopelesa  Poaltloa 

The  Germans  in  Contalmalson  knew 
the  position  was  hopeless.  When  the 
British  guns  lifted  they  heard  the 
cheers  of  the  British  Infantry  on  both' 
Bides  of  the  village,  and  many  of  them 
streamed  out  of  the  village  In  a  dis- 
orderly retreat,  only  to  be  caught  be- 
hind by  the  extended  barrages  between 
Contalmalson  and  Poizerea  and  Bazan- 
tin-le-Petlt,  so  that  their  rout  became 
a  shambles. 

The  Brltlah^  BLec» -quickly  In  the  vlU 
lage,  and  having  learned  the  lesson  by 
the  experience  of  other  troops  at  other 
places,  made  a  thorough  search  of  ma- 
chine gun  emplacements  and  dugouts, 
so  there  would  be  no  further  trouble 
with  this  wasps'  nest. 

The  men  left  In  Contalmalson  were 
in  a  dreadful  state.  They  suffered  to 
the  very  brink  of  human  endurance, 
and  beyond.  They  were  surprised  to 
And  themselves  alive  enough  to  ba 
taken  prisoners. 

One  of  these  men  with  whom  I  tallied 
this  morning  told  me  a  tragic  tale.  He 
spoke  a  little  English,  having  been  a 
cabinet  maker  In  Tottenham  lload 
some  years  ago,  before  he  went  back 
to  Wurttemberg  when  the  war  began, 
where  he  said  he  was  taken  and  pat 
In  a  uniform  and  told  to  fight.  With 
the  other  men  of  the  122nd  Bavarian 
Regiment  he  went  into  Contalmalson 
five  days  ago.  Soon  the  ratlontr  they 
brought  with  them  were  finished,  pw- 
Ing  to  the  ceaseless  gunfire  it  was  |lm> 
possible  to  get  fresh  supplies.  They 
suffered  great  agonies  of  thirst,  and 
tile  numbers  of  their  dead  and  wound- 
ed  increased  speedily. 

BUffht  Bhelter 

"There  was  a  hole  in  the  ground," 
said  this  German  cabinet  maker,  whose 
head  was  bound  with  a  bloody  bandage, 
and  who  was  dazed  and  troubled  when 
I  talked  with  him.  "It  was  a  dark 
hole,  which  held  twenty  men,  all  lying 
in  a  heap  together,  and  that  was  the 
only  dugout  for  my  company,  so  there 
was  not  room  for  more  than  a  few. 
It  was  necessary  to  take  turns  in  this 
shelter  while  outside  the  English  shells 
were  coming  and  bursting  everywhere. 
Two  or  three  men  were  dragged  out 
to  make  room  for  two  or  three  others, 
then  those  who  went  outside  were 
killed  or  wounded.  Some  of  them  had 
their  heads  blown  off,  some  of  them 
had  both  legs  torn  off,  and  some  of 
them  their  arms,  but  we  went  on  tak- 
ing turns  in  the  hole,  although  those 
who  went  outside  knew  it  was  their 
turn  to  die  very  likely.  At  last  the 
most  of  those  who  came  into  the  hole 
were  wounded,  some  of  them  badly,  so 
that  we  lay  In   blood. 

"There  was  only  one  doctor  there,  an 
under-offlcer.  He  bandaged  some  of  us 
till  he  had  no  more  bandages;  t(>en 
last  night  we  knew  the  end  was  com- 
ing. Tour  guns  began  to  fire  all  to- 
gether, the  dreadful  trommelfeurer,  an 
we  call  It,  and  the  shells  burst  and 
smashed  up  the  ground  about  us.  We 
stayed  down  In  the  hole  waiting  for 
the  end.  Then  we  heard  your  soldier. 
Presently  two  of  them  came  down  Into 
our  hole.  They  were  two  boys,  and 
had  their  pockets  full  of  bombs.  They 
had  bombs  In  their  hands  also,  and 
they  seemed  to  wonder  whether  they 
would  kill  us,  but  we  were  all  wound- 
ed, neftrly  all,  and  we  cried,  'Komer- 
aden,'  and  now  we  are  prisoners  and  I 
am    thirsty." 

Orar  Bodlea  of  Saad 

Other  prisoners  told  me  In  effect  that 
the  fire  was  terrible  In  Contalmalson, 
and  at  least  half  their  men  holding  it 
were  killed  or  wounded,  so  that  when 
the  British  entered  last  night  they 
walked  over  the  bodies  of.  the  dead. 
Those  men  who  escaped  were  in  a 
pitiful  condition.  They  lay  on  the 
ground  utterly  exhausted,  most  of 
them,  and  what  was  strange,  with  their 
faces  to  the  earth.  Perhaps  It  was  to 
blot  out   the  vision  of  the  things  seen. 

I  shall  remember  the  cabinet  maker 
of  Tottenham  Road.  In  spite  of  the 
clay  which  caked  his  fare  and  clothes 
and  the  bloody  rag  round  his  head,  he 
wan  a  handsome  bearded  fellow,  with 
blue  eyes,  which  once  or  twice  lighted 
up  with  a  tragic  smile  aa  when  I  asked

"We  came  Into  the  front  line  ten 
days  ago.  During  thl.-?  ten  days  1  suf- 
fered more  than  at  any  time  during  the 
last  two  years.  The  dugouts  are  dam- 
aged In  places,  and  the  trenches  are 
completely  destroyed."

We  do  not  gloat  over  the  suffering  of 
our  enemy,  though  we  must  make  him 
yield,  i  have  seen  things  today  before 
which  one's  soul  swoons,  and  which, 
God  willing,  ray  pen  shall  write  so  that 
men  shall  remember  the  meaning  of 
war,  but  now,  when  these  things  are 
Inevitable,  we  must  look  only  to  our 
programme    toward    the   end. 

Today  we  made  good  progress  to- 
ward It.  Yesterday  1  wrote  of  a  posi- 
tion we  attacked  on  July  1  as  a  great 
German  fortress  with  a  chain  of  strong- 
holds linked  by  underground  works.  In 
ten  days,  by  wonderful  gallantry  of  the 
men  and  the  great  power  of  the  guns, 
the  British  have  smashed  several  of 
the  German  forts  as  strong  as  any  on 
the  western  front,  and  defended  as 
stubbornly  by  masses  of  guns  and 
troops,  and  have  stormed  a  way  In  so 
deeply  that  the  Germans  are  now 
forced  to  fall  back  upon  the  next  line 
of  defence. 

The  cost  haa  been  great,  but  the 
German  losfes  and  the  present  position 
In  which  tiiey  find  themselves  prove 
the  success  of  the  main  attacks.  For 
the  first  time  since  the  beginning  of 
the  war  the  initiative  has  passed  to 
the  British,  and  the  German  headquar- 
ters  staff   Is    pushed   for   reserves.

LONDON,  July  13.— Manchester  gave 
a  warm  welcome  to  Sir  George  Foster, 
who  was  the  principal  speaker  at  a  great 
meeting  last  night,  his  subject  being 
"Kmpire  Trade."  The  meeting,  which 
was  held  under  the  chairmanship  of 
L.ord  Derby,  had  a  special  signiflcance, 
being  held  In  the  historic  Free  Trade 
Hall,  famous  in  the  annals  of  the 
northern  city  as  the  platform  where 
auch  men  ai*  John  Bright  and  others  of 
the  Manchester  school  of  politicians  ex- 
pounded their  principles.  The  meeting 
was  arranged  jointly  by  the  Conserva- 
tive and  Liberal  organisations,  Indicat- 
ing the  truth  of  Sir  George  Foster's 
statement  that  many  prejudices  have 
been  burned  away  and  much  ignorance 
dispelled  by  the  heat  of  war. 

In  a  fluent  oration  which  was  punctu- 
ated by  lively  applause,  Canada's  Min- 
ister of  Trade  and  Commerce  declared 
himself  nonplussed  by  Germany's  fatal 
error  In  resorting  to  the  use  of  the 
rifle  and  the  bayonet  when  her  methods 
of  "peaceful  penetration'.'  had  attained 
auch  success. 

The  Allied  nations  must  make  better 
arrangements  for  and  between  them- 
selves after  the  war  than  they  had 
made  for  neutrals  who  had  never  struck 
a  blow  in  this  contest.  The  speaker 
waa  glad  that  these  neutrals  had  kept 
out  of  the  war,  but  they  had  enjoyed  Ita 
advantages  while  the  Allies  had  borne. 
and  would  continue  to  bear  for  a  gener- 
ation.   Its   burden. 

With  regard  to  the  Allies'  enemlea,  .le 
would  bar  out  every  German  until  he 
had  repented  in  sackcloth  and  anhes. 
He  would  Rive  them  a  good  long  while 
for  repentance.  He  did  not  hat«  th« 
Germans,  but  he  did  not  Intend  to  for- 
get what  they  had  done. 

The  Overseas  Dominions  believad  they 
must  have  a  fairly  protective  tariff,  and 
they  would  aUnd  by  it,  but  they  also 
belleTed  they  ahould  glv«  the  Mother 
Country  favored  ^tcance  over  other 
nations.  Canada  had  gone  a  step  fur- 
ther and  had  given  farored  treatment 
to  other  Overseas  Dominions,  excepting 
Australia,  with  which  negotlationa  wer* 
not  completed.

On  the  ulte  wh«r«  th«  Buflll*  of  Pari* 
otic«  stood  th«r«  U  M-Cctcd  a  lofty  col- 
uan  of  brenM  dedleatod  to  th«  memory, 
of  the  patriot*  «f  July  14.  17l».  It  U 
crawiMd  by  a  (IMod  Afura  of  Mec^ry 
spreading  tola  pinions  In  lh«  act  of 
ril(ht.  Tka  BMtllla  bad  szlcted  for  four 
canturlas  and  had  coins  to  be  typlAed 
ia  tbe  minds  «f  the  French  people  with 
tyranny.  When  the  Revolution  broke 
out  it  was  eiM  of  ths  flrst  objectives  of 
the  Paris  mob,  who  took  and  razed  it 
to  the  ground.  In  the  years  that  fol- 
lawed  after  tba  nation  erected  the  me- 
morial described  In  its  place.  The  date 
of  the  storminc  of  the  Bastille  has 
come  to  be  known  as  France's  Day.  and 
each  anniversary  is  celebrated  by  the 
deacendants  of  the  men  whose  battle- 
cry  was  llberte,  egallte,  fraternlte  ou  ia 
raort. 

This    year   Great   Britain    han   decided 
to   commemorate    the   anniversary    by   a 
national  demonstration  of  the  cordial  re- 
lations which   ezist  between   that  coun- 
aiMl   Iter   great  Ally    in   tba   present 
war.       The     celebration      will     consist 
mainly,  as  Is  most  fitting,  in  the  collec- 
tion of  money  to  alleviate   the  sufTerlng 
of  those  who   have  been  broken   In   the 
war.     The  fund   will   be  devoted   to  the 
halt,  the  maimed  and  the  blind,  to  fam- 
ilies   who  have   IohI    those    upon    whom 
tkay  have  been  dependent  and  to  what- 
ever  other   uses    It    can     most    advan- 
tageously   be   allocated.      The    needs    in 
France  are  argent.     A  great  portion  of 
that  country   for  nearly   two   years   has 
lain  uBder  the  Iron  heel  of   the  enemy. 
The    casualties   among     the    armies    of 
Oeneral    JofTre    have    bef-    terrible,    for 
in  the  fighting  on  the  Western  front,  up 
to    the   pi;as«nt,    France    has    borne    the 
heaviest   burden  of   the   war.     Qermany 
ha#  exerted  her  gigantic  power  to  win  a 
decisive   battle  against  the  French,   be- 
iiaying    that    along    this    road    lies    the 
sbartest   way   to   victory  over    the  com- 
minatien  of  her  enemies.     How  she  has 
failed  Is  a   matter  of  history.     The  le- 
gions of  France  have  been  beaten  back. 
but  they  have  always  presented  an  un- 
dl^ded    front    to    the    foe.       For    four 
months    Germany    has     been    battering 
almost    at    the    very    gates    of    Verdun 
an4   she  has  little  or   nothing   to  ahow 
for  a  display  of  force,  unequalled  in  the 
history  of  the  struggle,  save  a  veritable 
holocaust  of  victlpfis.     France  has  saved 
Kurope   by    her   indomitable  energy  and 
unsurpaased    courage,   and    her   example 
has.    perhaps,    saved     the    worlt}    from 
Teutonic  hegemony. 

We  all  throughout  the  Empire  owe  an 
ImOieaaurable  debt  of  gratitude  to 
France.  It  is  one  t>iat  will  take  scores 
of  years  to  repay.  But  there  are  some 
little  things  that  can  be  done  to  lighten 
tha  burden  that  she  hsa  to  endure.  It 
is  one  of  those  little  things,  namely, 
helping  to  provide  for  her  war-stricken 
people,  for  which  this  day  has  been  set 
aside.  Here  In  Victoria  the  French 
Patriotic  Society  has  undertaken  a  fitting 
celebration  of  the  day.  As  In  many 
other  places,  it  is  France's  Tag  Day  in 
Viotoria  and  the  occaalon  is  one  when 
all  should  stop  and  think  what  France 
haa  done,  in  the  way  of  her  contribution 
to  the  ultimate  victory  of  the  Allies. 
Her  army  has  performed  miracles  and 
her.  people  have  shown  an  Inylnclble  de- 
termination. Her  friendship  with  the 
Britlsji  Umpire  has  been  cemented  by 
^  Blood  and  Iron  on  Innumerable  fields 
^  where  the  dead  of  both  nationa  have  lain 
tosether,  a  eilent  but  unutterably  sol- 
emn tribute  to  the  unconquerable  de- 
termination of  the  two  great  peoples  to 
uphold  the  sanctity  of  the  public  law  of 
Kurope.  In  the  small  way  In  which  we 
In  Victoria  can  show  our  appreciation 
of  what  France  haa  accomplished  we 
shall  be  adding  our  quota  of  admiration 
and  of  thankfulness  for  the  sacrllloea 
that  have  been  made  in  the  name  of 
liberty.  We  should  contribute  to  the 
cauae  with  all  the  more  fervor  because 
we  do  BO  in  the  flrst  flush  of  the  da«rn 
of  Britain'a  Day  In  the  preeent  war.  it 
la  Mily  k«w  that  In  the  atruggU  on  land 
w«  have  nrat  h«aa  able  to  relieve  to  any 
appreclabM  estent  the  burden  under 
which  Franca  haa  groaned  but  borne 
unQlaohlnflly.  Britain  haa  afforded  her 
protection  by  ae*.  and  the  moment  has 
arrived  to  oe-oparate  with  her  on  land 
»n4  r^  h«r  country  of  the  forces  of  op- 
presalo^.

Thia  Is  aemethlng  that 
haa  been  talked  of  more  «»r  Iocs  at  vari- 
ous times.  Some  years  ago.  when  tho 
Britleh  Paciflo  project  waa  hftfore  tho 
penpio.  thy  Mm  favored  was  the  con- 
struction of  a  ra%waj^  aomewher*  Mat 
of  the  buslneoo  area  aad  then  along  the 
Dallas  Read.  Ji  never  took  dedalto 
shape  because  th»  projected  railway  did 
aot  materialtM.  Not  very  long  ago 
What   waa,  called   the   Marhor    Railway 


and  then  we  had  the  bei»innlng  of  tiic 
franchise,  which  ha.*  been  Rradmvily 
extended  until  In  the  larger  aspects  of 
government  it  Is  possessed  practically 
by  all  male  pers.>n<t  ever  21  years  of 
age,  who  enjoy  it  not  as  a  herkaffe 
but  as  a  grant.

them    in    the    public    interest    they    will 
employ    another    lino.      We    know    aome 
of  the  advocates  of  suffrage  will  object 
to  this.     It  is  much  easier  to  argue  in 
favor    of    redressing    a    grievance    than 
to   advocate   a  change   because    of    (he 
beneflts    that    will    result    from    it;    but 
it  is  as  the  latter  and  not  aa  the  former 
that  the   men,   who  have  for  the  pres- 
ent the  decision  of  the  question  in  this 
province,    will   consider   It.      An   appeal 
to    them    to    remove   a    grievance      will 
have    no    effect    at    all.    for    they    will 
deny    the   existence   of   such    grievance. 
If   they   vote   for  woman   suffrage   they 
will  do  so  because  they  think  it  will  be 
a   good    thing.      The    issue    will    be    de- 
cided' on   Its   merits   and    the   fact    that 
women  have  never  been  entitled  to  the 
parliamentary   franchise  In   the  past  Is 
no  part  of  the  marlta  of  the  case.     It 
Is  not  of  Itself  a  reason  for  giving  them 
a  vote  In  the  future.     The  franchise  as 
enjoyed  by  men  has  been  enlarged  from 
time  to  time,  but  it  was  never  argued 
that  a  reason   for  its  enlargement   was 
that    It    waa    proposed    to    enlarge      it. 
Afllrmatlve  reaaona  were  given.     It  waa 
ebown    that    the    reason    why    name    of 
the    male    members    of    the    community 
were  given  the  right  to  vote  held  good 
in  regard  to  others.     The  point  success- 
fully   argued    was    that    it    was    in    the 
public       interest     that     the     franchise 
should    be    extended.      This    we   suggest 
to  the  women  who  are  arguing  the  case 
for    the   extension    of   tha   franchise    Is 
the   point   of    view   from    #hlch'     they 
should  discuss   it.

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Member  of  Ambulance  Corps 
Writes  of  His  Experiences 
and  Tells  of  Some  Narrow 
Escapes. 


8ome  partioiilara  of  the  work  of  the 
ambulance  corps  at  the  front  are  con- 
tained in  a  letter  recently  received 
from  Pte.  H.  W.  Clark,  of  No.  1  Cana- 
dian Field  Ambulance,  who  left  Vic- 
toria on  active  service. 

He  sayn: 

"I  am  glad  to  say  I  ani  well  and 
Mlanding  It  Tine.  We  came  up  here 
junt  before  the  big  row  began.  For 
the  first  week,  during  the  Iteavy  rush 
I  was  working  at  the  main  station, 
situated  in  an  old  mill.  The  wounded 
were  brought  In  by  both  motor  and 
horse  ambulance  ^nA  some   walked. 

"In  the  flrat  three  or  fouj-  days  w* 
clearAl  over  400  patients.  When  a 
patient  comes  in,  he  flrst  gets  his 
wounds  seen  to,  and  if  necessary,  re- 
dressed. Then  he  gets  a  shot  of  anti- 
tetanus serum  to  prevent  lockjaw;  then 
cocoa,  and  "lastly,  a  cigarette.  You 
jthould  see  them  pufT.  1  think  It  must 
seem  as  good  as  a  nrty-dollar  bill  to 
them.  ,

"I  am  glad  to  say  things  have  re- 
sumed their  usual  where  we  are,  but 
the  past  eight  days  have  been  bad  ones 
for  our  Canadian  hoys.

"We  have  l>«en  very  lucky  both  nights, 
aa  the  road  was  only  shelled  once,  aitd- 
as  the  ambulance  was  empty  at  the 
time,  we  were  able  to  leave  It  In  a 
hurry,  and  believe  me.  It  was  some 
hurry.  We  have  been  attended  with  our 
usual  horse-shoe  luck,  as  we  have  only 
had  two  men  wounded  and  one  horse 
killed  during  the  pest  eight  day  a, 


"There  have  been  some  very  miracu- 
lous escapes  round  here.  One  man.  who 
was  atandlng  near  a  building  In  the 
road,  had  Ms  breast  pocket  torn  out  of 
his  tunfc),  his  watch  amaahed  to  pieces, 
a  photo  of  his  wife  and  kida  tern  to 
bits.niut  a  Bible  which  he  bad  in  his 
pocket  did  not  have  a  aoratch.  Another 
man  got  knocked  down  by  the  shovk  of 
the  samA  shell,  found,  when  he  got  up.

Seaman  William  Norton,  now  at  Ks- 
qulmalt,  who  was  a  member  of  the  Ma- 
jesties crew  when  she  was  torpedoed 
off  the  Gallipoll  peninsula,  relates  some 
interesting  experiences  during  the  Allied 
offensive  at    the   Dardanelles. 

"On  the  afternoon  of  March  18,  1916," 
he  says,  "our  ship,  the  Majestic,  assisted 
In  the  first  bombardment  of  the  Dardan- 
elles. We  were  sailing  alonj  with  a 
French  warship  before  us,  when,  with- 
out any  wasnlng,  she  was  blown  up. 
Shortly  afterwards,  the  Ocean  was  sunk 
by  a  torpedo.  During  the  bombardment 
the  Queen  Kllsabeth  was  firing  over  us. 
at  a  distance  of  two  or  three  miles,  and 
every  shot  found  an  excellent  target. 

"On  April  25,  the  Majesties  crew  as- 
sisted In  landing  1,500  Australians  on 
Turkish  soil  at  1  o'clock  in  the  morning. 
As  the  British  troops  were  landing  the 
Turks  attacked  them  with  bayonets,  and 
after  some  difflculty  the  British  pushed 
them  backward  over  the  ciirrs.  At  da.v- 
break  the  guns  from  the  ships  opened 
fire  until  the  Turks  were  out  of  range. 
This  was  the/  flrst  footing  secured  in 
Oalllpoli. 

'The  Majestic,  which  was  a  battleship 
nf  14,000  tons,  was  in  the  centre  of  the 
transports,  ready  to  take  up  her  position 
for  the  bombardment,  which  took  place 
on  the  morning  of  May  17,  at  6:45.  Two 
watches,  who  were  on  deck,  saw  the 
torpedo  coming  and  gave  warning,  aonie 
Jumping  overboard  before  the  torpedo 
struck.  After  we  were  struck,  I  saw  a 
chum  of  mine,  who  the  day  before  was 
In  the  sick  room  under  the  care  of  the 
doctor,  floating  around.  I  swam  to  him 
and  assisted  him  in  getting  to  a  trawler. 
Another  I  gave  my  lifebelt -to.  I  was 
picked  up  by  a  French  picket  boat; 
others  by  trawelers.  There  were  4  8 
missing  and  <00  saved.  After  spending 
a  few  days  in  Mudros  we  (warded  the 
Certlnia  and  remained  dn  her  until  we 
were  transferred  to  the  Carmania  and 
sailed   lor   England."

Young  Victoria  Officer,  Who 
Was  Promoted  From  Ranks 
to  Captaincy,  Succumbs  to 
Injuries.

('aptain   J.   Lyonel   Lukin   Johnston,  of 

the     I'nd     Leinster    Ileglment,     who    left 

here   as   a   private  in   the  30th   Battalion 

and    who    was    well    known    in    Victoria 

and    throughout    the    Cowichan    district, 

has    died    of    wounds.        Word    to    that 

effect    has    been    received    by    Sir    Clive 

Phlllips-Wolley    from    friends    in    Eng- 
land. 

Capt.  Johnston  came  to  Vancouver 
Island  early  in  1913,  and  spent  a  year 
at  Cowichan,  where  he  made  many 
friends.  Later,  he  became  articled  to 
Mr.  K.  B.  McKay,  ex-surveyor  general, 
and  spent  a  sea.son  In  the  North  with 
Mr.  .lack  Mliligan's  surveying  party. 
His  military  career,,  short  though  it 
was,  was  somewhat  of  a  record,  and 
the  way  in  which  he  was  promoted 
from  the  ranks  to  a  captaincy — and  all 
before  he  was  21  years  of  age — gave 
proof  that  he  possessed  the  necessary 
qualifications  of  a  good  soldier  and  an 
able   officer. 

He  left  Victoria  as  a  private  with  the 
30th  Battalion  in  February,  of  1916.  In 
August,  of  that  year,  he  was  recom- 
mended for  a  commiHsion  by  General 
Aldei^on,  former  commander  of  the 
Canadian  Expeditionary  Force,  and  was 
in  course  gazetted  second  lieutenant  in 
the  2nd  L<einster.<i,  a  regular  battalion. 
Promotion  to  fuH  lieutenancy  followed 
last  .N'ovembcr,  and  Sir  Douglas  Halg 
nominated  him  to  a  permanent  com- 
mis.slon.  Last  March,  he  was  pro- 
muted  to  captain's  rank.  He  had  been 
in  several  bi);  actions  while  at  the 
front.  Including  the  second  battle  of 
Ypre.i,  Kestubert  and  Loos.  It  is  prob- 
able that  he  was  mortally  wounded 
during  the  recent  heavy  British  olten- 
slve. 

There  are  two  elder  brothers  of  the 
youHK  offlrcr  now  serving  the  color.i, 
Lieut.  R.  V.  L.  Johnston  went  to  Eng- 
land from  Victoria  shortly  after  the 
outbreak  of  war,  anil  after  being  In  the 
tlghtlng  for  a  considerable  time,  was 
Invalided  home.  He  was  recently  In 
cMarge  of  the  large  recruiting  station 
at  Chelsea  Tov^  Hall.  Lieut.  E.  H. 
Lukin  Johnston,  formerly  news  editor 
of  The  Colonist,  who  left  here  with  the 
SSth  Battalion,  and  In  now  in  England, 
lb  another   brother. 

Capt.  Johnston  was  a  young  man  ot 
many  sterling  (lualitles,  and  won  for 
liimself  a  high  place  In  the  estimation 
of  his  many  friends,  all  of  whom  will 
learn  of  his  death  on  the  field  of  honor 
with  a  sense  of  profound  personal  loss.

Dr.  Young  stated,  yesterday,  that  he 
did  not  look  for  any  outbreak  of  tbo 
disease  on  this  Coast,  as  climatic  con- 
ditions here  are  not  favorable  for  its 
spread,  and,  therefore,  the  public  need 
not  be  alarmed,  as  every  precaution  will 
be  taken  to  pr^ent  Its  appearance.  At 
the  same  time,  the  disease  is  such  a 
serious  one  that  It  would  be  folly  not 
to  take  all   precautions  against   It. 

The  Provincial  health  department  has 
been  keeping  in  close  touch  with  de- 
velopments In  the  east.  Ho  far  as  Is 
known,  no  cases  of  the  dl.sease  have 
been  discovered  further  west  than  the 
State  of   Illinois.

It  will  not  be  many  days  now  before 
the  103rd  Battalion,  Vancouver  Island 
Timber  Wolves.  wiU  be  on  its  way  to 
Kngland.  While  uRlcere  and  men.  from 
L.leut.-Col.  K.  J.  C.  L.  Henniker  down 
to  the  youngest  bugler,  are  dellghtetl  at 
the  prospect  of  having  an  early  oppor- 
tunity to  put  what  has  been  learned 
during  their  long  months  of  training  to 
the  test,  there  will  l>e  hundreds  of  Vic- 
torians who  win  regret  to  see  them 
leave. 

This  force  was  recruite<l  almost  en- 
tirely in  Victoria  and  the  neighboring 
districts.

Women's    rranohlae    Aaaoolatloa    Zsauea 

Olrcnlar  oa  Seslrabiuty  of 

aeonrlng  Tote 

During  the  last  session  of  the  Legls- 
Uture.  a  statute  was  passed  enabling 
women  to  have  their  names  placed  upon 
th«  Provincial  Voters'  Lists,  thus  allow- 
ing them  lo  vote  upon  the  same  terms, 
and  In  the  same  manner,  and  subject  to 
the  same  cnditlons  as  prevail  among 
the  men.  This  act,  to  come  Into  effect, 
must  receive  a  majority  of  all  votes 
.;a8t  on  the  question  at  the  next  general 
election.  On  the  ballots  submitted  to 
the  voters,  will  be  the  foll..w/ig  ques- 
tion, "Are  you  In  favor  of  the  extension 
of  the  Klectoral  Franchise  to  W'jmen," 
to  which  the  answer  will  be  "Yea"  or 
"No,"  and  which  the  Woman's  Fran- 
chlao  Association  hopes  will  be  In  the 
afTlrmatlve 

This  association  recently  issued  a  cir- 
cular. In  which  It  pointed  out  that  tho 
experience  of  the  British  nation  and  Us 
Overseas  Dominions  shows  that  every 
extension  of  the  franchise  has  assisted 
In  raising  the  standard  of  Parliament 
and  Legislature,  as  well  as  the  general 
snndard  of  living.  It  has  also  promoted 
the  cause  of  education  by  bringing 
about  a  study  of  public  questions  by 
those   gaining   the   right    to   vote. 

The  circular  also  states  that  no  leader 
of  any  political  party.  In  any  part  of 
the  Kmpire,  Is  advocating  the  restriction 
of  the  right  of  women  to  vote.  In 
Great  Britain  this  right  Is  advocated  by 
the  Right  Hon.  A.  J.  Balfour,  a  Conser- 
vative leader,  and  by  the  Right  Hon. 
David  Lloyd-George,  on  the  side  of  tne 
Liberals. 

In  every  branch  of  puldlc  and  private 
duty,  says  the  circular,  in  the  work, 
sacrifices,  and  privileges  resulting  from 
the  present  war;  women  have  shared 
equally  with  men;  and  In  the  great 
work  and  crisis  of  reconstruction,  which 
will  follow  the  war.  there  must  and  will 
be  the  active  and  Intelligent  co-opera- 
tion of  all  women.  In  Its  best  and  most 
direct  measure,  this  co-operation  will 
come   through    the   right  to   vote. 

These  measures.  If  supported,  it  states, 
will  accomplish  a  great  deal  in  the  de- 
velopment of  the  country  along  lines 
which  will  take  care  of  the  multitudes 
who  will  come  Into  Canada  at  the  close 
of  the  war.  They  will  also  make  due 
provision  for  soldiers  and  their  depend- 
ents, and  see  that  the  physical  and 
moral  welfare  of  the  people  will  have 
their  proper  place  In  legislation.  On 
these  questions,  says  the  circular,  our 
women  are  by  birth,  breeding  and  edu- 
cation, universally  Intelligent  and  sound 
enough  In  mind  to  use  the  vote  sensibly. 

The  organixation  asks  everyone  to 
vote  for  Woman  Suffrage,  and  also  to 
actively  to  assist  them  in  their  work.  As 
It  Is  almost  Impossible  for  them  to  make 
a  complete,  personal  canvass,  interested 
readers  of  this  article  will  be  Informed 
upon  any  phase  of  this  subject.

Sir, — I  am  sorry  10  see  a  man  of  Mr.

1  8*10  sure  that  Mr.  Andrews 
Is  both,  and  hei  meant  us  no  harm,  but 
only   good. 

1  think  II  Is  hardly  necessary  for  11^ 
to  attempt  to  prove  that  the  demand  for 
the  franchise  is  general  among  the  wo- 
men  of  British  Columbia.  Men  of  com- 
mon-sense must  rcallz.-  that  the  wo- 
mans'  agitation  for  the  franchise  Is  a 
sane  and  proKresslve  movement  for  the 
betterment  of  humanity.  Numbers  do 
not  add  or  .lelract  from  Its  worth  aa  a 
step    in    the    right    direction. 

We  thank  Mr.  Andrews  for  his  advice, 
but  to  send  a  si>«aker  t.»  address  Lib- 
erals of  Liberal  proclivities  and  one 
with  Conservative  leanings  lo  address 
the  Conservatives  would  be  <iulte  con- 
trary to  our  tactics.  In  this  campaign 
we  know  neither  Liberals  or  Conserv- 
atlvcH,  we  look  upon  all  aa  merely  men, 
not  parties.  We  make  our  appeal  to 
your  sense  of  justice,  and  ask  you  as 
men  lo  slan.l  by  the  women  of  this 
Province  at  the  coming  election.  The 
fate  of  the  referendum  Is  In  the  liands 
of  men;  women,  a?  iisusl,  have  nothing 
but  Influence  with  wiilcli  to  help  the 
good  work.  We  do  not  ask  you  to  sup-

In  a  much 
larger  proportion  than  In  the  past,  will 
be  oblige.!  to  struggle  for  an  existence 
without  the  protection  of  husband  or 
stnii.  Therefore,  It  is  plainly  to  he  hc»:i 
that  we  have  reached  a  stage  In  the 
civilization  of  the  world  when  the  vote 
la  as  necessary  for  the  woman  f%i  the 
man.  If  a  man  la  loyal  to  his  country 
and  loyal  to  humanity,  he  will  do  his  bit 
to  help  the  woman  attain  her  heritage  of 
freedom. 

We  do  not  have  to  be  mis-mated 
wives,  widows  or  spinsters  to  realize 
that  our  political  life  is  built  up  on  the 
foundation  of  Injustice  to  one-half  of 
the  race.  Neither  have  we  any  grouch 
against  the  Creator  for  making  u^  wo- 
men instead  of  men.  Our  complaint  Is 
that  man  has  sundered  God's  perfect 
creation  into  unequal  halves,  he  has 
made  distinctions  in  rights'  snd  privi- 
leges between  the  sexes  to  the  detrimen: 
of  the  race. 

Mr.  Andrews  says  that  we  might  let 
up  on  the  Injustice  of  man-made  laws, 
as  there  is  no  truth  in  that  accusation 
and  never  has  /been. 

1  think  he  must  have  been  having  a 
pleasant  dream  of  the  millenium  when 
he    made      that      rash      statement.  I 

know  the  story  of  man's  injustice  to 
the  woman  is  as  old  as  the  race,  or  st 
least  as  old  as  Adam,  but  t  do  not  quite 
agree  with  Mr.  Andrews  that  !t  has  no 
foundation   In   truth. 

I  will  direct  you  to  the  statute  books 
of  British  Columbia.  Read  them  again 
and  see  If  you  can  And  no  unjuat  dis- 
crimination against  the  woman,  par- 
ticularly  the  wife  and   mother.

This  will  be  all  ilKht  for 
those  who  desire  to  farm,  cither 
throuRh  ha\ing  farmed  before  in  this 
country,  or  through  desiring  an  open- 
air  life  on  thi'  land  •.omewbal  similar 
to  their  war  experiences,  an.l  who 
think  they  can  learn  farmliiK  If  they 
have  not  farmed  before,  an.l  make  a 
success   of   it. 

Hut  what  about  the  Rieat  majority, 
possibly  sixty  per  cent  (1  «-an  only 
Kuess  at  these  ttRures),  who  may  not 
want  to  farm?  How  can  they  be 
helped? 

The  Provincial  and  Dominion  Gov- 
ernmenta  should  co-operate  In  any 
scheme  thouRht  out.  Would  ll  he  fea- 
sible for  them  to  establish  technical 
training  s.'hools  for  soliliers  to  teach 
them  .lifferent  trades,  et.'.,  as  we  rea.l 
the  Krench  Government  are  doing? 
Would  It  also  l>e  feasible  to  establish 
labtir  exchanaes  throuRhout  tlie  Do- 
minion for  reii4i;ned  soldiers  exi'lusive- 
ly  on  the  lines  of  those  established 
by  the  Home  (iovernnient  before  tlio 
war? 

If  our  expeciation.s  are  correct,  we 
shall  have  after  the  war  a  laiKe  num- 
ber of  eiTilKranls,  a  great  man.^'  of 
whom  will  want  to  po  on  the  land, 
and  wh  owlll  probably  have  some  capi- 
tal made  during  the  Kood  wskcs  pe- 
rio.i  of  the  war.  In  or.ler  to  dovetail 
the  needs  of  these  emlKrants  and  of 
the  soldiers  not  wlshlnK  to  farm, 
woul.l  .11  be  possible  for  the  Govern- 
ment to  sell  to  these  emiKrants  at  a 
fair  price  the  land  they  would  other- 
wise give  the  soldier,  thus  Kiving  an 
emigrant,  who  wishes  to  farm  and  has 
a  small  capital,  the  means  of  doinif  so, 
and  at  the  same  tlmo  Riving  the  sol- 
dier similar  small  .;ipltal  with  whi.h 
to  start  In  some  other  walk  of  life, 
or  to  keep  going  until  he  Onds  work 
of  some  kind  suitable  to  him.  To  pre- 
vent the  speculation  In  land  which 
arose,  1  am  told,  after  the  Boer  War, 
rr  would  have  to  be  handled  by  the 
Government  entirely,  and  on  a  cash 
basis,    I    should    think. 

It  should  not  be  forRollen  that 
quite  a  fair  proportion  of  returned 
soldiers  will  return  to  their  pre-war 
avocations  and  be  naturally  absorbed 
In  the  general  business  of  the  country. 
Many  businesses  now  In  B.  C.  are  be- 
low normal,  and  are  being  run  either 
by  younir  ladles  faking  the  place  of 
former  men  clerks,  or  else  one  man  Is 
left  to  look  after  the  affairs  of  two  or 
three  businesses,  which  have  had  to 
lo  combine  for  the  sake  of  economy, 
but  must  have  their  nfTalrs  kept 
stralRht.  but  wWrh  In  normal,  pros- 
perous times  after  the  war,  will  pro- 
bably   reed    all    their    old    staff    acain 

T  hope  these  few  broad  suKvestlons 
may  be  of  use  and  he  worked  up  In 
their  details   by   abler   heads   than   mine. 

As  I  am  addressing  you,  I  would 
like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  point- 
ing out  that  there  are  two  other  sub- 
jects of  importance  that  will  arise  as 
a   result    of   this    war. 

First,  the  desire  of  British  manu- 
facturers throiiKhout  the  Kmpire,  In 
co-operation  with  their  Allies,  to  seize 
sfter  the  war,  the  trade  once  held  by 
the  Central  Kmplres.  In  order  to  sl-

goods  srf  sold  In.  includina  freight 
and  customs:  (2)  The  universal  adop- 
tion throughout  the  Brltixh  Kmpire  of 
a  decimal  coinage  like  our  system  of 
doilartr  and  rents;  (J)  the  adoption  of 
the  metric  aystem  of  weights  and 
measures. 

The  first  Is  a  matter  for  merchants 
themselves,  the  other  two  should  be 
tackled  by  the  Governments  at  home 
and    In    the   Dominions. 

Heeond,  while  not  approving  of  the 
policy  enunciated  by  Mr.  Lionet  Cur- 
tlas.  of  wtalrh  you  write  today,  nor  ap- 
proying  of  the  policy  of  "lalsees  falre," 
Im|>enal  IVderatlon  will  certainty  have 
to  be  tfiscussed  aitd  adopted  In  some 
form   or  other  after  the  war.

I^  Is  good  to  writs  tbs  words  Kng- 
land  and  English  now  and  then,  and 
they  have  not  been  written  snuurh  In 
this  war,  because  "British"  Includes  all 
the  flghtlng  men  of  the  Empire  who 
have  come  to  these  fields  of  France.  As 
one  of  the  chroniclers  of  the  war  I  have 
done  my  best,  feebly  enough,  to  describe 
the  valor  of  the  Scottish  troops,  to  get 
something  of  the  Irish  spirit  into  printed 
words,  and  to  pay  honor  to  Canadians, 
Australians,  N'«w  Zealanders  and  the 
gallant  Welsh.  But  the  English  are 
also  in  France,  and  it  Is  tne  blood  of 
England  that  has  been  poured  out  most 
upon  these  battlcflelds:  and  it  is  the 
old  stockfand  the  old  spirit  of  England, 
from  the  Border  to  L>and's  End,  by  way 
of  London  Town,  which  has  borne  the 
brunt,  of  tbe  great  campaign.  They 
were  mostly  English  boys  who  fought 
and  died  all  along  the  way  from  Mons 
to  Meaux,  and  then  in  the  valley  of  the 
Atsne,  where  the  old  regular  army  still 
stood  to  arms.  Among  the  new  divi- 
sions of  what  we  then  called  the  new 
army — Lord!  it  Is  no  longer  new  to  war 
— It  was  again  the  English  breed,  from 
North  Riding  and  West  Riding,  from 
Midlands  and  Southlands,  and  West 
Countree,  which  recruited  most  of  theHe 
splendid   regiments. 

Goodness  knows  how  many  Lanca- 
shlr«/fnen  there  are  In  these  armies  of 
ours.  Sometimes  I  think  there  cannot 
be  an  able-bodied  life  In  the  whole  coun- 
try, and  it  is  certain  that  they  have  tak- 
en a  hiK  share  of  the  tlKhtlng  and  have 
done  wonderfully  well.  But  no  leas 
praiseworthy  are  the  men  of  the  Houth, 
and  I  once  heard  a  great  general  say 
that  the  flnest  soldiers  In  the  field,  the 
stoutest  and  surest  of  them  all,  are  the 
lads  of  the  Home  Counties  and  the 
West.  Well,  one  cannot  make  comr)ar- 
isons  in  valor,  but  I  know  that  nothing 
has  gone  wrmiK  with  tlie  old  stock  tliat 
is  bred  In  Norfolk  and  Suffolk,  (JloiiceH- 
ter  and  He<lford  shire.').  Surrpy  and  Kt'nt 
and  Sussex,  and  the  soil  that  was 
ShakeHpeare'rt  Knt^land.  NothltiK  h.is 
gone  wroriB  with  It  wtierr  It  prortncps 
.such  batallonw  hh  those  in  tlie  \'l\.\\  I)i- 
vlsion  out  here,  which  Is  worth  writing 
about,  specially  because  It  has  seen 
some  very  heavy  llgrhtlnj?  since  it  came 
out  In  May  of  last  year  umonfc  the  first 
Instalments  of  the  "new  army,"  and  is 
entirely  recruited  from  the  counties  I 
have  named. 

Za  the  rirat  100,000 
These  men,  who  answered  Kitchener's 
call  for  "The  First  Hundred  Thousand," 
were  largely  of  yeoman  stock,  the  sons 
of  small  farmers  in  Norfolk  and  Sus.sex, 
lads  from  the  orchards  of  Kent,  the 
Surrey  hills  and  the  suburbs  of  London 
— fellows  of  farmer  class  belonging, 
quite  a  lot  of  them,  to  old  English  fam- 
ilies wlio  have  held  the  same  farmsteads, 
with  the  same  fields,  for  five  ctnturles 
and  more,  and  others  whose  names — 
good  Saxon  names — have  been  over  the 
shops  In  English  market  squares  as 
long  as  the  weathered  timbers  of  their 
roofs  and  gables.  It  was  the  very  an- 
cestors of  these  men  who  fought  with 
Harry  at  Aglncourt  a  few  fields  away 
from  where  1  write  these  words  today. 
Most  of  their  Junior  officers  were  very 
young  indeed.  Just  down  from  the  uni- 
versities, and  utterly  Ignorant  of  war. 
In  spite  of  their  six  months'  training. 
Ignorant,  but  wonderfully  keen  and 
quick   to  learn. 

The  12th  received  Its  baptism  of  fire 
In  "Plug  street"  Wood,  which  w.ns  then 
a  quiet  part  of  the  line.  In  spite  of  the 
lively  little  bullets  that  came  with  the 
noise  of  nuts  being  cracked  from.  Ger- 
man snipers  over  the  way.  There  they 
learnt  discipline  and  otiier  lesson's  of 
war,  Including  that  of  death.  Discipline 
was  not  easy  In  the  "new  army,"  where 
a  private  soldier  might  have  been  tlie 
foreman  of  his  sergeant,  and  wliere  a 
farmer's  son  might  receive  an  order 
from  a  tl«  Id  laliorer  with  a  rorporal'.'i 
stripe.  There  was  a  little  back-chat  In 
the  trenches:  "Oh,  hang  It  all,  sergeant!" 

or    "I    donf    see    why ."       Hut    very 

quickly  they  shaped  Into  soldiers  and 
hardened,  and  saw  the  grim  spirit  of  the 
tiling  whli-h  1  war.  I'.y  !^c|iteniher  of 
last  year  these  English  boys  were  hard 
enough  and  steady  enough  to  bo  put  Into 
one  of  the  hottest  parts  of  the  lino, 
where  much  depended  upon  their 
strength  of  endurance.  They  relieved 
the  cavalry  and  the  Guards  in  the  chalk 
pit  by  Loos,  and  dug  themselves  into  the 
ciuarrles,  and  held  on.  Their  strength 
of  endiiram-e  was.  tested.  Weaker  men 
would  have  failed  an<l  given  up  ground. 
By  shell  fire  and  trench  mortar  (ire  and 
machine  gun  fire  they  were  trl^a  hard 
and  suffered  bravely. 

Motaaaaollam   Badoabt 

On  October  2  General  Wing  and  his 
.\.  n.  C.  were  killed  there  In  this  sector 
of  Loos,  where  many  other  gallant  offi- 
cers and  men  ot  the  12tli  Klvlslon  fell. 
In  December  tliey  moved  on  to  Qlvonchy. 
where  they  did  not  have  a  pleasant 
time  or  a  safe  one,  and  In  February  they 
had  the  Hohenzollern  Redoubt,  where 
they  have  been  off  and  on  ever  since. 
It  was  In  the  Hohenzollern  that  these 
English  battalions  learnt  the  worst 
things  of  war,  and  because  they  were 
so  had,  gained  their  greatest  honors.  It 
Is  a  foul  place,  that  redoubt,  as  I  know, 
and  those  mounds  of  earth  on  the 
bleached  and  ghastly  battleilelds  nf 
Loos  have  been  wet  with  the  lilood  of 
many  brave  young  men — of  many  hun- 
dreds of  English  Iffis  who  were  too  good 
to  die  In  such  ji  muck  heap,  except  that 
they  died  for  England.  Scotland,  too. 
has  learnt  to  hate  that  name  of  the 
Hohenzollern,  because  It  has  been  a 
graveyard    for   so   many  of  her   men. 

When  life  12th  was  there  the  enemy 
was  very  active  with  guns  and  mines, 
trench  mortars  and  bombs,  so  that  there 
was  never  any  rest  or  peace  for  the  men.

The  mines  were  the  worst  of  all.  and  the 
craters  they  made — some  of  tnem  seTen- 
ty  yards  across — became  merged  into 
new  craters  by  new  explosions,  until 
at  last  they  made  two  deep  gullies — the 
Devil's  Dykes,  as  they  were  called  by 
Sussex  men — in  whici^  many  of  their 
comrades  lay  buried.  It  was  around 
these  mine  craters,  and  for  possession  of 
them,  that  the  fiercest  fighting  took 
place,  and  it  was  here,  about  the  heaved 
earth  and  the  saps  that  run  to  the  crater 
mouths,  that  men  of  the  English  bat- 
talions showed  again  and  again  the  old 
heroic  spirit  that  is  bred  In  the  bone  and 
the  blood  of  England.  They  did  acts  of 
highest  courage,  not  now  and  then  In 
rare  hours,  but  often,  and  as  a  habit, 
throughout  a  long  period  of  the  Winter 
and  this  Spring,  when  rain  and  snow 
ajid  sleet  made  all  this  ground  villain- 
ous. 

A  man  of  Kent,  named  Cpl.  Cotter,  of 
the  HuffB,  was  one  of  those  who  showed 
to  what  belkht  the  courage  of  English 
soldiers  can  go.  On  the  night  of  March 
(  an  attack  was  made  by  his  company 
along  an  enemy  trench,  but  his  own 
bombing  party  was  cut  off  owing  to 
heavy  casualties  in  the  centre  of  the  at- 
tack. Things  looked  serious,  and  Cotter 
went  back  under  lieavy  fij^e,  to  report 
^nd  bring  up  more  bombs.  On  the  re- 
turn Journey  his  right  leg  was  blown 
off  close  below  ttie  knee,  and  he  was 
wounded  in  both  arms.  By  a  kind  of 
miracle — tliu  miracle  of  human  courage 
— he  did  not  drop  down  and  die  in  the 
mud  of  the  trench,  and  so  jdeep  that  un- 
wouiided  men  found  It  hard  to  walk — 
hut  made  his  way  along  fifty  yards  of 
trencii  icjwtird.'i  the  crater  wliere  his 
comrades  were  hard  pie.sscd.  Ilet  came 
up  to  Lee. -Cpl.  Newman,  who  was  bomb- 
ing with  Ills  sector,  to  the  right  of  the 
position.  i.'otter  called  to  liim  and  di- 
rected him  to  bomb  six  feet  towards 
where  help  was  mo.st  needefl,  and  worked 
his  way  forward  to  the  crater  where  tlio 
Germans  liad  develi>j)cd  a  viol^jnt  coun- 
ter attai'k. 

Men  fell  rapidl.v  under  tlie  enemy's 
tHHi»b  fire,  but  H'otter,  wRh  only  one  leg, 
anil  bleeilliif,'  from  both  arni.-*,  steadied 
Ilia  comiadcs.  wlio  were  lieninnlng  to 
liave  the  wind  up,  as  tliey  say,  issued 
orders,  controlled  tlie  (ire,  and  then  ut- 
tered dl.sposltloMS  to  meet  the  attack.  It 
was  reriulscd  after  two  hours'  fighting, 
and  only  then  did  Cotter  allow  liis 
wounds  to  be  bandaged.  From  the  dug- 
out where  he  lay  wlillu  the  bombarilmlnt 
still  continued  ho  called  out  cly/iiy 
words  to  the  men,  until  he  was  carried 
down,  fourteen  hours  later.  He  received 
the  V.  C,  but  died  of  his  wounds. 
Ttarlce  Buried  by  Explosions 

Many  of  tliese  I-^nglish  soldiers  of 
ours  have  been  burled  by  mine  explo- 
sions or  stiell  bursts,  |  but  I  suppose 
there  are  few  men  who  have  had  such 
an  experience  three  times  In  one  night. 
This  is  the  record  of  Lee. -Cpl.  Boylen, 
of  the  Middlesex  Regiment,  during  a 
bombardment  of  our  trenches  near  the 
quarries.  He  was  in  charge  of  a  Lewis 
»;un,  and  no  fewer  tlian  tlirec  times  was 
•♦lunpleteiy  covered  up  by  earth  flung 
up  by  hlgli  explosives.  Each  time  he 
succeeded  in  getting  up,  and,  though  he 
was  wounded  In  the  face,  remained  at 
Ills   i>ost    serving    the   gun    until    he   was 


relieved  next  day.     After  a  mine  explo- 


aion  at  one  of  the  craters  in  the  Hoben- 
xollem  on  Marcb  IS.  two  men  of  the 
East  Surrey  Regiment — Sgt.-Major  W. 
T.  Palmer  and  Pte.  W.  i.  Ullaa — showed 
craat  gallantry  and  devotion  to  duty. 
The  frightfulness  of  a  mine  explosion  la 
beyond  the  Imagination  of  anyone  who 
has  never  seen  or  heard  auch  a  convul- 
sion of  earth.  The  stro^jrest  nerves  are 
shocked  and  dazed  at  such  a  time.  But 
these  two  Surrey  men,  scrambling  out 
of  the  turmoil  In  which  many  of  their 
friends  lay  dead,  continued  bombing  and 
firing  at  the  enemy  until  they  were  driv- 
en back,  and  then  Joined  in  a  counter 
attack  which  captured  the  crater.  An- 
other man.  Color-Sgt.  Curtis,  led  a  party 
of  volunteers  up  to  this  crater  during 
the  night  under  a  fierce  bombardment. 
In  order  to  get  rations  to  their  com- 
rades, who  were  badly  In  need  of  food. 
Several  men  fell,  but  Curtis  and  others 
went  on  through  the  barrage  of  shells — 
and  the  rations  were  delivered. 

Officers  and  men  vied  with  each  other, 
yet  not  for  honor  or  reward,  round  these 
craters  of  the  Hohenzollern,  and-in-tha- 
mud,  and  the  fumes  of  shells,  and  rain- 
swept darkness,  and  all  the  black  hor- 
ror of  such  a  time  and  place,  somet#ies 
in  groups  and  sometimes  quite  alone,  did 
acts  of  supreme  valor.  When  all  the 
men  in  one  of  these  infernal  craters 
were  dead  or  wounded  Lieut.  Lea  Smith, 
of  the  Buffs,  went  forward  with  a  Lewis 
gun,  helped  by  Pte.  Braley,  and  served 
it  during  a  fierce  attack  by  German 
bombers  until  It  Jammed.  Then  he  left 
the  gun  and  took  to  bombing,  and  that 
single  figure  of  his  flinging  grenades 
like  an  overarm  bowler,  kept  the  enemy 
at  bay  until  reinforcements  reached  him.  i 
Another  young  officer  of  the  Buffs —  I 
Lieut.  Smeltzer — withdrew  his  platoon  i 
iKider  heavy  fire,  and,  although  he  was 
wounded,  fought  his  way  back  slowly 
to  prevent  the  enemy  from  following  up. 
The  men  were  proud  of  his  gallantry, 
but  when  he  was  asked  what  he  had 
done  he  could  think  of  nothing  except 
that  "when  the  Boches  began  shelling 
I  got  Into  a  dugout,  ami  when  Ihey 
stopped    I   came  out   again." 

There    were    many   men   like    that    who 
do    gallant     things    and,    in    the    English 
way,    think    nothing    of    tliem.      Of    that 
modesty    Is    ("apt.    .\urcre    1 'awsoii,  of  the 
Royal    West    Kents.    wlio   did    not  .bother 
much  a*M^t^^  a  fantlei— he  met  on  hta^way 
to   a  crater,    though    it    travelled    tlirough 
his  chest  to  his  shoulder   blade.      He  had 
it    dressed,   and    then    went    back    to   lead 
his   men,   and   remained    with    them    until 
the   German    night   attack    was    repulsed. 
He  was  again   wounded,  this  time  In   the 
tiilgh,    but  did    not   trouble    the   stretcher 
men   (they   had  a  lot   to  do  on   the  night 
of    March    18),    and    trudged    back    alone. 
"■nperbaman  Kadnraace" 
The     stretcher     men     were     fine     that 
night,    and    on   other   nights.      In    the   di- 
visional reoord  of  Pte.  Stephen  McKenna 
he    is    described    as    having    shown    "al- 
most  superhuman  endurance"    (which    is 
not  an   ordinary   phrase  In   military   rec- 
ords), and   when  one   thinks  of   the  mud 
In    those    trenches    of    the    Hohenzollern, 
so    deep    and   clogging    that    a    friend    of 
mine,  who  Is  a  strong  man,  had  to  shout 
for    help    to    drag    one    leg    out    of    the 
slime,    it    Is     wonderful     that    McKenna 
should  have  been  able  to  carry  a  wound- 
ed  man  on   his   back   for  400   yards.    The 
German     bomb    fire     was    so     thick    and 
rapid   that    he   had    to   lie  down  with   his 
man    for   a    time,    and    once   a    bomb    hit 
him    on   the    leg   and    failed    to   explode! 
He      hurled    It    in    the    mud,      lifted    the 
wotinfled    soldier    on    to    his    hack    again, 
and    trudged    on.      Out    of    all    the    dark- 
ness    and    the    shell    fire    the    courage    of 
these    men    comes    like    a    song    of    vic- 
tory over  the  vile  conditions  of  the  war, 
when   humanity   Is  at   the   mercy   of  ma- 
chines.     Manhood   Is   not  cowed  or  beat- 
en   though    the   earth    opens.      It   opened 
again    when    the  enemy   exploded   a  mine 
one   nlg'lrt-  about   thirty   yards   from   our 
trenches,   knocking  a    whole   platoon   out 
of  action..    Capt.   (Jeoffrey   Woodhams.   of 
the      Royal       Sussex       Regiment.       went 
through    heavy    shell    fire   to    the    crater, 
reorganized    the  line,  and,   carrying  only 
three    bombs,    went   alone    to    the   crater 
and   bombed  out  six  Germans,   who  tried 
to  kill  him   there.     So  with  absolute  dis- 
regard   of      danger    and    cool      courage. 
Capt.    L.    D.    Scott,   of   tlie    East   Surreys, 
took    a    few    bombers    against    a    crater 
held    by    the    enemy,    recaptured    it,    and 
established    a    bombing    post    In    face   of 
heavy  fire. 

Acta  of  Oonrara

That  75  per 
cent  of  Holland's  long.established 
world-wide  commerce  Is  Interrupted  by 
the  European  war;  that  Dutch  Industry 
la  considerably  curtailed  by  martial  ac- 
tlrlty;  and  that  the  .Vetherlandn  is 
koking  mora  than  ever  to  America  as 
a  parmanent  market  for  machinery  and 
s.iroa  foodstuffs.  Mf  the  summing  up  of 
commercial  conditions  lo  the  doctor's 
native   land.

BARRISTER  DECISION 


iBTaatlottvB  Xat*  Straadtsig  of 
Toaaol  atada  Tkat  ruot  Was 
WkoUy  Baayoaalbla 

The  deciion  given  by  the  Marine 
Court,  consisting  •  of  the  Wreck  Com- 
missioner for  British  Columbia  ai\%  two 
assessors,  following  the  formal  Investi- 
gation into  the  circumstances  surround- 
ing the  stranding  of  the  Harrlon  Direct 
liner  Barrister,  in  Active  I'aos.  June 
24,   was  announced    yesterday. 

The  court  held  that  the  Vancouver 
IMlot,  Capt.  Robson  Jones,  was  respon- 
sible in  that  he  gave  Instructions  to 
ateer  a  wrong  course.  In  view  of  the 
fact  that  the  pilot  had  been  up  all  the 
previous  night  and  being  of  rather  ad- 
vanced age  was  tired  out  at  the  time 
Of  the  accident,  and,  further,  that  thi.s 
was  his  first  mishap  of  such  a  nature 
.'U  a  period  of  over  twenty-four  years, 
the  court  decided  not  to  deal  with  his 
licence,  but  reprimanded  hiirl  severely. 
The  officers  and  crew  of  the  ship  were 
exonerated  and  theacompetenoy  certifi- 
cates of  the  master  and  mate  were  re- 
turned  to  the  respective  officers. 

In  giving  its  decision,  the  court  point- 
ed -out  the  inadvisabllity  of  large  ocean 
ifcssala  of  the  Barriater  class  using 
Active  Pass,  and  recommended  that  the 
course  around  by  Knst  Point  lighthouse 
and  Pates  Island,  which  is  only  a  mat- 
ter of  seven  miles  longer  than  the  Ac- 
tive Paaa  route,  should  be  used.  A 
recommendation  to  owners  and  agents 
of  ocean  going  vessels  to  Issue  circulars 
to  this  effect  was  made;  together  with 
the  suggestion  that  a  reasonable  age 
Imit  for  pilots  should  be  included  in 
the   rules.

Wash.,  July  13.— In  tow  of 
the  freighter  Cordova.  the  Alasita 
HteamsMp  Company's  famous  "hlg 
lUtle"  steamship  Dora,  which  for 
years  haa  bandied  the  stormy  wetward 
mail  route  between  SewarcLvand  Alaska 
peninsula  points,  arrived  in  port  today 
to  undergo   repairs.

TranMatlantic  travel  Is  be'^iiinin^;  to 
show  a  marked  increase,  twenty-four 
vfssels  sailing  between  .New  York  a.nd 
Europe  during  the  wek  cnillns  July  ?*, 
carrying  considerably  larger  passenger 
lists  than  have  been  customary  since 
the  war  began.  Fourteen  of  the  ves- 
sels were  eaetbound  from  New  York, 
and,  of  that  number,  six  were  headed 
for  Liverpool.

Despite  war  coiulitinnB  considerable 
progress  has  been  inaile  in  London's  new 
wet  docks  which  liave  i)een  under  con- 
struction Kitice  Augufct,  1912.  Tiie  total 
excavation  necesary  In  order  to  seciire 
the  desired  depth  of  38  feet  under  the 
Impoiinded  water  level  totals  3,580,000 
cubic  yards  of  material,  anil  this  work 
is  practically   completed. 

The  dock  will  have  a  total  quayage 
of  about  10.000  lineal  feet.  The  en- 
trance lock  from  the.  Thames  has  a 
length  of  J>00  feet  and  a  width  of  100 
feet  and,  a  depth  below  high  water 
mark  of  4  5  feet.  Three  pairs  of  steel 
lock  gates  will  allow  the  lock  being 
sutxllvided  to  suit  the  length  of  the 
boat    leaving  or   entering    the   dock. 


Xa  Zntorestlng  Craft 

One  of  the  most  liiteresUng  craft  re- 
cently completed  In  Canada  is  the  river 
steamer  D.  A.  Th<imas,  built  for  the 
Peace  Hlver  service  of  the  Lord 
Rhondda  Interests.

The  Oregon  Sta.t«  Board  of  Health, 
reullnldg  this,  has  established  a  quar- 
antine against  the  disease. 

In  victoria  we  have  sad  reason  to 
know  what  ravages  this  sickness  can 
make  In  a  short  time.  A  few  yearn 
ago  It  appeared  suddenly  and  took  Its 
loll   of  life  and   health. 

Since  then  the  most  earnest  research 
has  not  BUcceeded  in  finding  a  remedy 
or  even  In  making  Its  symptoms  gener- 
ally  known.  During  the  progress  of 
the  epidemic,  on  the  other  side  of  the 
continent  though  It  Is.  it  would  bewl«e 
for  nil  mothers  to  try  to  keep  their 
children  of  all  agos  in  the  very  be.it 
of  health.  Htrong  children  may  not 
be  Immune  from  this  sickness,  but 
their  chances  of  recovery  arc  greater. 
The  assembling-  of  children  for  any 
purpose  may  well  be  avoided  during 
the  holidays.  These  are  simple  and 
self-evident  precautions  In  which  all 
who  have  charge  of  young  people  may 
take  part. 

The  health  authorities,  provincial 
and  civic,  will  doubtleu  take  what 
"teps  seem  to  them  wise.  Caution  is 
not  Inconsistent  with  cheerfulness  and 
courage,  the  great  enemlea  of  all  sick- 
ness. *
